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A summary of building operations in South Australia from 1955-56 to June 1960 is shown 
fable 1 of this bulletin. More detailed information concerning types of houses, other 
oy buildings, employment in the building industry and dwellings within Local Government 
as is given in Tables 2 to 7 respectively. 


OPE 


This Bulletin includes details of "New Buildings", which include Houses and Flats as 
all as the classes of building shown in Tables 3 to 5 plus major additions (£5,000 and 
et) to these buildings (other than houses) but axcludes (1) minor alterations, additions 
pairs and renovations and (2) all construction activity such as railways, bridges, ; 
arthworks, water storage, etc. 


IMENTS 


As indicated in Table 1, the total number of new houses commenced in South Australia 
uring the three months ended 30th June, 1960 was 2,145, a decrease of 268 from the record 
stablished during the March Quarter. However, this was partly offset by an increase of 
] in the number of flats commenced during the Quarter. 


Table 2 indicates that the trend in owner=built houses continued to decline, the 
ber commenced during the June Quarter, 1960 being 221, compared with 302 commenced 
wing the June Quarter, 1959. 


The considerable fluctuations from period to period in the value of "new buildings 
ter than dwellings" in Table 3 are partly, at least, the result of the unequal incidence 
f individual large contractr. In one case a single contract may be let for a large 
ject thereby inflating values during the quarter covering commencement, under con- 
mction and completion of that project, but in another instance a number of small contracts 
be let over a protracted period and thus have little apparent effect on the totals for 
equarter. Table 4, which shows the value of work done on the various types of new 
ildings during each period, is not subject to these fluctuations. The different unit 
ues of new buildings commenced during different periods are shown in Table 5. 


Persons employed at 30th June, 1960 on all jobs of builders of new buildings (shown 
nTable 6) totalled 13,306, maintaining the record high level reached in March Quarter. 


Table 7 reveals that in recent years a considerable portion of home building has 
N concentrated within a few Local Government areas. During the year ended 30th June, 
960, dwellings completed in the areas governed by the Municipal Corporationsof Enfield, 
ion, Woodville, Mitcham and Campbelltown, and the District Council of Salisbury (which 
tludes Elizabeth) accounted for 53.22 per cent of the State Total. 


Values - All values shown exclude the value of land and, eacept for Table 4, 
Pesent the value of buildings upon completion (but see also "Completions").
